The controversy over the disposition of Muscle Shoals has 
brought forth various argument for and against the proposition. 

- The assertion that the ‘‘power trust” is seeking to gain controi 
of this property is one of those vague statements which is supposed 
to work on the public mind a whole lot like that fairy tale about 
the terrible giant coming to take the bad little hoy was supposed to 
scare children into good behavior. i 
‘#4 It is just about as hard to conceive of a “power trust” today 
at is to conceive of a terrible giant.who takes little boys. 
If we admit the existence of a “power trust” we in the same 
breath admit the failure of some 48 state public service commissions, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, and the Federal Waterpower 
Act, all of which were established to prevent the building up of a 
“power trust” and to protect the public interest in the nation’s 
power resources. 

“In considering the question of a power trust it is well to re- 
member that 85 per cent of the undeveloped waterpower of the 
_ hation is on government reserves and may be leased by the govern- 
ment for private development for a period-not exceeding 50 years 
This law applies to the disposition of Muscle Shoals. The issuance 
of ‘securities for power development, the rates charged consumers 
and type of service rendered are all subject to state and federal 
regulation. ih 

; Muscle Shoals has been dragged before the public as a political 
issue instead of as a power development proposition. If it could 
be removed from politics and leased for development and use the 
same as any other government power site, the questions involved 
could be settled on a basis in short order.
